Amendment 

1 . The decision on appeal ( 5/29/07) has been mailed to applicant on 1 1/28/08 



Status of claims 

2. Claims 2 and 21 are pending and are under examination in the application, 
are under examination. 



3. In view of BPIA decision, 1 1/28/08, the rejection of claims 1 and 21 under 5 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being obvious over Liang 1998, Liang 1997, and Harlow is withdrawn. 

4. The instant claims 21 and 2 define over Liang because Liang et al neither teach nor 
disclose a method of treating an equid infected with Sarcocystis neurona with the mixture of an 
antibody to the 16kDa antigen and an antibody to the 30 kDa antigen. 



Conclusion 

5. Claims 21 and 2 are allowed and have been renumbered as 1-2 respectively.
